I believe it is important publicity to 
correct some of theerrors in fact and 
general distortions contained in the let- 
ters by John Townsend and Bob Maynard, 
published under ‘‘Voices of the West’’ 
in your July 15th issue: 

It is untrue that the Stumpjumpers 
were peanlized 10% of their points just 
for allowing John Rice to ride out of 
class in their Grand Prix, There were 
at least four other good and sufficient 
reasons for the penalty. 

It is untrue that John Rice was penal- 
ized 25% of his points just for riding out 
of class in this event, He was penalized 
for repeated infractions of the rules, 

It is true that the Stumpjumpers were 
penalized without any representation at 
the hearing. But it is also true that they 
were instructed to have representation 
present, and that their representative 
failed to appear. 

It is untrue that a Competition Com- 
mitteeman made several laps around 
the course and then raced, The man in 
question had every reason to believe that 
dangerous conditions existed on the 
course, He made one inspection lap dur- 
ing the lady's race, never got above 
second gear, and took almost the entire 
race to get around, 

District 37 is governed by a Sports 
Committee consisting of two delegates 
from each of the clubs. The Sports Com- 
mittee annually elects officers and a 
seven-man Competition Committee. The 
Competition Committeemen work on Dis- 
trict business an average of ten to fifteen 
hours per week at home, plus numerous 
meetings, plus time spent on Sundays 
when they would rather be racing, They 
receive no compensation for this, It is 
very easy to become a member of this 
governing group. All you have to be is 
a) breathing, and b) willing. 

If that is too much trouble, you can 
attend any of the various meetings and 
your ideas will be heard even though you 
are not a member of a club. 

If that is too much trouble, you can 
contact a District official merely by 
picking up your telephone. He is under 
obligation to present your point of view 
in the proper place even though he may 
not agree with it himself, 

If that is too much trouble, you can 
buttonhole a District official at any race 
and bend his ear. 

If that is too much trouble, you can 
write scurrilous little letters to Cycle 
News, in which case you don't deserve 
as good a government as you have. When 
there are enough of you, you will get a 
District government which is **gestapo- 
type”? or “socialistic”. And you will 
richly deserve it. 

To sum up, kiddies: why not do it or 
get off the pot?

U.S.M.C. TEAM INSPIRES YANKEE INGENUITY 
It is really gratifying to see Americans roll up their sleeves and go to work for a 





good cause, The recent response tothe U.S, Motocross Team idea elicits an inspiring 
profusion of ingenious ways of helping, that may yet give the world an American 
motocross champion, 

The Team idea was launched early this year by a motorcycle distributor, a 
magazine publisher and a famous car racer. They were joined by movie and TV stars, 
a newspaper publisher, and many readers of this newspaper from all walks of life, 
who sent in $5 or more for membership, Altogether, the Team received some $6,000 
which was barely enough to stake Ron Nelsonand John DeSoto to three months racing 
expenses in Europe. Both Americans returned much wiser in the ways of world 
riding and are now passing on their experience to those of us who stayed here, 

With Ron and John's return, interest in the team idea accelerated, ‘There is a 
new world out there to conquer," the pioneers reported, America said, “‘let’s do it.’ 

Nobody asked how, they just did their thing, Gary Bailey won the CMC series, the 
closest thing we have to a U.S, motocross championship. The owners of Bay Mare 
Track donated the proceeds of a case of beer to the Team Fund and it sold for nearly 
$50, Cycle News offered to put $5intothe Fund for every new sub it receives marked 
“GIVE TO U.S, M-X TEAM” and so far $95 is there for the Team. One guy is offer- 
ing a free picture of Bailey for a dollar towards the Team, Greeves and several 
patriotic dealers are offering to put a sum into the Team for every new motorcycle 
purchased from them and their sales are climbing as a result... 

Now the U,S.M.X, team is putting together an expedition of three racers; Gary 
Bailey, Jim Wilson and Paul Harber are paying their own ways over, Their Greeves 
motocycles are donated. Montesa racer Bob Grossi and Husky campaigner Russ 
Darnell are already over there, racing their own machines, These five Americans 
are not asking for anything. They're going to do their best no matter if we help or 
not, But if we can help give them a couple of months of first class racing with fewer 
of the hangups that lack of money can cause, they'll probably come back better than 
ever, They may even win their way onto the U.S, Team that goes after the world title 
in 1970 or 1971, America said ‘‘Let’s do it,’’ and we’re doing it. 


NO MOTORCYCLES IN WASHINGTON BY 1975? 


There are fewer motorcycles in Washington state now than when they first be- 
came popular about 1966. Last year’s 46,597 were 16 percent less than when the 
state's compulsory helmet law went into effect two years ago. If registrations are 
declining at the rate of 7,000 a year, it'll be only 1975 before there'll be no motor- 
cycles in the state, Jack Zektzer of Seattle is fighting to have the law thrown out, but 
has so far been unsuccessful because, ** Washington motorists would feel a lot safer 
knowing that the motorcycle rider they ran over is wearing a helmet." 


MOTORCYCLE SHOULD HAVE RIGHT OF WAY 


The only valid safety suggestion that we have heard so far (with the exception of 
better rider training) is that motorcycles should have the right of way over cars, 
trucks and buses just as sailboats have the right of way over power boats, and 
Pedestrians (in California) have the right of way over vehicular traffic, The new 
Motorcycle Safety Council should lobby for a sensible law, requiring other vehicle 
drivers to yield the right of way to a motorcyclist, and then would the accident 
rate plummet! 
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SAN DIEGO COUNTY, CAL. July 27, 1969 
— The opening of the newest off road 
racing course in Southern California saw 
motorcycles flying in the morning and 
the 4 wheelers in the afternoon, The 
course located some 32 miles east of 
San Diego is justly named ‘‘Hellonahill’’. 
Carved out of the top of a mountain the 
wide two-mile plus course twists and 
turns across the available flat space, 
then drops over the side. The two down- 
hills are third or fourth gear depending 
on how far you let it hang out, The ex- 
perts wheeled off the top as the hill, 
dropped straight down and had braking 
room at the bottom, The second down

A MOTORCYCLIST DISCOVERS 
THE PSYCHOLOGY SYNDROME 


From non-motorcycle sources you can 
learn such interesting facts(?) about 
motorcycle people, For example, there’s 
Dr. Armand M, Nicholi, Jr., a Harvard 
University psychiatrist who proclaimed 
to convention of the American Psychia- 
tric Association that motorcycle riders 
are likely to be ‘‘weak and impotent with 
a poor self-image and a deep-seated fear 
of women,” 

For his scientific study he useda large, 
random sample, Large, random samples 
are necessary for statistical accuracy in 
order that individual differences will 
cancel each other out. His large, random 
sample consisted of (get thís!) nine Har- 
vard students who, hopefully, rode 
motorcycles, Nine is a large number of 
subjects and Harvard University is ex- 
cruciatingly random! 

In spite of the glaring flaws in his 
technique he explained confidently that 
motorcycle people are really afraid of 
tall broad-shouldered women who want 
to ride the cycle. He also claimed that 
when not actually riding the cycle, a 
cyclist dreams of riding, and that he is 
likely to be afraid of death and injury. 
He concluded that cyclists had a mini- 
mum of physical (riding a cycle is not 
physical?) or intellectial activity (attend- 
ing Harvard is not intellectual?) and 
could not compete academically, socially 
or athletically, (Racing is not competi- 
tion!) 

Dr. Nicholi’s imaginary cyclist is 
sexually inadequate and substitutes a 
motorcycle for normal gratification, 

How delightfully Freudian! Dr. Nicholi 
operates in a psychological world in 
which all problems are male and sexual 
and women are merely a figment of 
masculine fantasy, 

Obviously Dr. Nicholi did not include 
women in his sample, Maybe he doesn’t 
even know that women ride motorcycles 
(looking at the world as he does from his 
ivory tower with a telescope). 

What happens, doctor, when a woman 
hears the sound of a distant motorcycle 
and has vivid fantasies of moving in the 
wind through time and space with that 
special freedom that only a cyclist 
knows? Does she doubt her masculine 
(or is it then feminine) competence? Does 
she have a fear of tall broad-shouldered 
men who initiate a relationship by offer- 
ing to help start the bike?

the 125-100 Novice go. Hellonahill race- 
way offers the local motorcycle racers 
2 real opportunity to let the spectatcrs 
see the really fast action as they turned 
laps in two and a half minutes, Beat 
that, 4-wheelers! 


Anyone would be an idiot to say thatno 
motorcycle riders ever have any of these 
feelings, The one he mentioned about fear 
of injury or death is quite common, ex- 
pecially after three years of battling 
safety experts for freedom of apparel 
and listening to their vivid fantasies of 
mutilation and death. 

But it takes a classic idiot to stand up 
in front of a learned gathering and re- 
port ona new psychological discovery, 
the *«motorcycle syndrome", after an 
exhaustive study of the psychology of 
nine Harvard students, 

I won't bother to refute his claims, 
(Even he admits that all motorcycle rid- 
ers aren't like this), I wish to refute 
him! And a lot of other experts who make 
life miserable for people they know noth- 
ing about ..I refute experts who make 
plans and rules and laws about how 
other people should live and what values 
they should have and support their claims 
with invalid and unscientific statistical 
garbage. 

All over the US people who never 
straddled a motorcycle are saying know- 
ingly, ‘‘that’s how it is with those weird 
bikers,’’ They’re sure it’s right because 
some expert who likely never rode a 
motorcycle said so, with the weight of 
his title and his organization to back his 
words, The media picked it up and it 
became the TRUTH, 

As a motorcycle rider and therefore 
an expert on psychiatrist (I knowa couple 
of them in college) I wish to describe the 
psychology-syndrome, After observing 
the personal life of these students I ob- 
serve that they marry capable women 
who can earn the living while they get 
their medical education, They are afraid 
to go out and live so they pry and end- 
lessly into the inner recesses of other 
people's lives and obtain a vicarious 
enjoyment and sexual gratification from 
doing so, 

A psychiatrist tends to become severe- 
ly unnerved in the presence of a person 
who is happy with a life pattern which 
differs from that of the psychiatrist. 
Believing as he does in an orderly 
society and the promise of an even more 
orderly one, he feels that those people 
who live by other standards are not 
properly adjusted and are a problem and 
perhaps a menace to the community. 
Worse, still, they are a menace to him, 
They make him question his own values 
and this leads to confusion and possibly 
to original thought. Horrors! An expert 
must never become confused, 

(This syndrome does not include 
everyone who practices psychiatry.) 

Now if I offer these observations to a 
meeting of the American Motorcycle 
Association and they are picked up by the 
media, everyone who doesn’t know schi- 
zophrenia from trauma can say knowing- 
ly, "That's howit is with those weird 
shrinks.”

With Canyon Jump 


By Eric Raits 

Evel Knievel was making a jump in 
San Francisco some time ago when 
things went slightly awry. As he came 
down on the ramp at the end of his leap, 
the swinging arm on his machine broke 
completely in half, The rear wheelcame 
off and the sprocket sliced a gash in the 
pavement as Evel fought the out-of- 
control motorcycle. Man and machine 
parted and the bike smashed into a taxi 
parked at the end of the stopping area. 
Evel was allright and ran over to the 
cab, which sported a badly dented door, 
His first words of apology to the driver 
met a stone wall. The excited fellow 

‘grabbed Evel and said, ‘“Man, you are 
the greatest!'" 

That's the way a lot of people feel 
about Evel, He held a press conference 
at McCormack International a few days 
ago as an introduction of himself to the 
general press and to report on develop- 
ments of the Grand Canyon jump. 

Evel narrated a film of several of his 
jumps including the infamous Caesar's 
Palace fiasco. The jump and resultant 
crash has been photographed in vivid 
color and from several angles, It shows 
Evel landing short, somersaulting over 
the bars as the bike crookedly reaches 


the bottom of the ramp, and then the ` 


horrible tumbling starts, Evel folds up 
and bounces like a rag doll in a hurri- 
cane. The slow-motion camera clearly 


shows his leathers separating at the 
seams each time he hits the concrete, 
Evel and the bike tangle several times 
until finally he smashes into a low wall 
which the bike flies or bounces over. 

These scenes are scheduled to open 
the movie of Evel’s life story, ‘‘Color 
Me Lucky" which will probably be re- 
leased at the first of next year, 

Evel reaffirmed his determination to 
make his Grand Canyon jump or at least 
an equivalent. ‘I’m going to do it, like 
I’ve been saying, in spite of Barry 
Goldwater or whoever," Evel said that 
Goldwater has been a major stumbling 
block in the Arizona jump plans, If he 
cannot make arrangements to jump the 
Grand Canyon, Evel has located some 
property on Hell’s Canyon in Idaho which 
is for sale and says if he has to, he will 
buy it and make the jump on private 
property. The canyon is around a mile 
wide at the point ot the proposed jump. 
His enclosed motorcycle is being built 
and plans call for a special parachute 
to pull him out of the bikeaftera certain 
time has elapsed, Evel says the Ameri- 
can Eagle should break the Land Speed 
Record on his way up the ramp, He made 
the jump seem entirely feasible, speak- 
ing in a very confident manner. 

Evel also says he will shoot for an 
eventual record of 21 cars, having re- 
cently broken the jump record with a 
17-car flight at Ascot.

BAKERSFIELD, CAL. July 19, 1969 —

District 
rules say pie plates ride expert and they 
do not get points for the day either, Any- 
way, there you are and the host club isn’t 
watching closely and has allowed these 
two pie plates in your class. Maybe they 
win and take first and second and you 
come in third, When the steward posts the 
points they won't get any, firstly for rid- 
ing novice with a pie plate and second for 
not having a District riding card so 
legally you are first because you are the 
first legal rider, But do you get first 
place points? Nope. You get third, The 
first and second place points are thrown 
out, Something to think about if you are 
really in there trying to transfer to 
Amateur and get a low number, isn't it?

Letter from An A 


Racer 
By Russ Darnell 


My wife and I were excited about 
prospect of another trip to France to 
race, and when I got another contract to 
ride at Sauze- Vaussais we jumped at it, 
The trip started off very good, but we 
were plagued by trouble for the whole 
journey. 

Cheri and I left for France on Thurs- 
day the 1st of July, so we would have 
some time to sight-see on the way, We 
had planned to leave early but I got tied 
up with some business and we did notget 
underway until about 12:30 in the after- 
noon, Things went very smoothly up to 
the point that we entered Paris (we 
could not detour around), We had the 
misfortune to arrive in Paris at 4:45 in 
the afternoon, If I had to describe to you 
what Paris traffic is like at 4:45 in the 
afternoon and what it is like to pulla 14' 
house trailer through it, it would make 
me recall such horrible memories that! 
would jump out of the nearest window, 
Since I am writing this story from my 
caravan the nearest window is only about 
3 feet from the ground so I guess I will 
take the chance and attempt the descrip- 
tion, 

Since most of the readers of Cycle 
News are cycle enthusiasts, I will des- 
cribe Paris rush hour in terms and 
Scenes that are near everyone's heart, 
For those of you who have been around 
long enough, I ask this question: have you 
ever seen the start of the BIG BEAR run? 
Have you ever stood in the desert a mile 
from the start and been afraid when you 
heard nearly 1,000 machines start at 
once, and all of them rush at you; you 
standing exposed and helpless behind that 
puny, 15 foot high Joshua tree? That is 
similar to Paris at 4:45, Or you scram- 
bles aces, Have you ever been leading a 
big event, like say Corriganville (Hope- 
town), at the start and fall in the second 
corner? That is not unlike Paris in the 
rush hour. I can think of many such 
similies, but these should give yousome 
ideas of what I mean, 

Cheri read the Paris map, and the non- 
existant Paris signs, while I practiced 
defensive driving, and hurled insults and 
abuses to the drivers and the practicing 
Kamikazi pilots who were trying to sink 
the good ship Darnell. We made italmost 
through the city when Cheri saw a sign 
on a street where we wanted to go, ZAP, 
I flipped the car and trailer to the right 
across the lines of all those other cats 
and made it safely down this street. The 
wrong street, I looked daggers at my 
loving wife, but no problems after all, 
because I found a wide connecting street 
which led directly to the street we want- 
ed in the first place, Feeling extremely 
smug at this discovery, I turn confidently 
into the wide connecting street, After the 
first 50 yards, the wide street became a 
narrow street, A street so narrow, in 
fact, that the trailer would not go through, 
For any of you who have hauled a trailer 
for any length of time, this will probably 
stir up a terrible memory or two, Cheri 
got out to help me back up, and walked 
out into the middle of the busy Paris 
street we had turned off to stop traffic, 
Now I may be prejudiced, but I think my 
wife is pretty good looking. So did the 
sixty-five Frenchmen she walked out in 
front of, While she stood in the street 
and distracted the rush hour drivers, I 
backed the car and trailer out in frontof 
them, and nearly ran over a gendarme 
(French fuzz) in the process, Cheri 
hopped back in, and away we went ina 
cloud of diesel smoke, 

Finally, at 6;30, we escaped from 
Paris, It took us nearly two hours to get 
through, I couldn’t believe it! From 
Paris we drove to the Palace of Ver- 
sailles, walked around making the tourist 
scene, and took some pictures, On the 
road again we drove for about three more 
hours then camped for the night ata 
roadside rest, 

Next morning we awoke and leisurely 
motored on down the length of France, 
through Chartres, Tours, and Poitiers 
stopping every time we saw something 
interesting, There are many war monu- 
ments in this part of France and we went 
through a lot of them, At 1:00 in the 
afternoon, we ran into some terrible 
traffic, Slow moving because of numerous 
accidents along the way, That really tied 
us up and we crept along at 4 miles an 
hour for a long time, We made it to 
Sauze-Vaussais at 5:80 in the evening 
and camped in the pits for the night, In 
Europe the pits are almost always half 
full the night before, because riders 
come from long distances, and they like 


.to get there ahead of time and relax, 
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Sometimes the promoters will allow you 
to practice the day before also because 
it attracts people to the race. 

The course was typical of a French 
circuit with many short straights follow- 
ed by tight corners and another short 
straight. In all there were 11 of these 
tight loops, one after the other, then a 
sweeping grassy dog-leg into the woods 
and a fast corner (third gear) and onto 
the main straight. The main straight was 
also typical of a French meeting, being 
about 250 yards long, and a man-made 
jump right in the middle, I can't accu- 
rately tell you how fastthis straight was, 
but I would guess somewhere near 75 
mph. The bikes were completely wrung 
out at the end of it, The jump could be 
taken flat out in fourth and it was, After 
walking the course, and riding some 
practice we had a big meal and went 
to bed. 

The race day was slightly overcast and 
cool. We awoke to the customary ear- 
splitting music over the PA system, but 
we didn’t get up right away because the 
French races domt start until around 
1:00. Practice was at 11:00, and I could 
tell right away that braking into the cor- 
ners was going to be all important in the 
race, You had to come outof the corners, 
and immediately go full-on to the next 
corner, then severe braking, throw it 
into the bank and full on again, It was 
very grueling because for the 11 sections 
of corners you had to repeat the process 
22 times, There was no real place to 
catch your breath, Even in the main 
straight you had to be really on it or 
someone could gain distance on you.

I was really enthused in the firstrace, 
We lined up against the gate which was 
down with an elastic that shot up in front 
of you, like the ones they use at speed- 
way meets, I got off to a fair start, and 
worked up to third behind Gunnar Nilsson 
on a 500cc twin Husky, and Fritz Betzl- 
bacher from Germany on a Montesa, We 
were all dicing for the lead when on the 
6th lap, I got a flat tire, I kept going in 
the hopes that I might be able to finish 
ahead of someone who dropped out or had 
mechanical failure. Nobody quit and I 
finished last, but I did finish and the 
Frenchmen loved that, When they saw my 
flat they cheered me every lap. It kept 
me. going, It really means a lot to ride 
where the fans are on your side and root- 
ing for you, It made me feel very good. 

Gunnar Nilsson won the first leg and 
Betzlbacher was second, When we went 
out to the start of the second leg I was all 
enthused again, Between races I had put 
on my spare rear wheel, and serviced 
the bike while Cheri cleaned itand check- 
ed the spokes in the front wheel, For us 
it has to be a family affair, My wife is 
just as enthusiastic about the motocross 
Scene as I am, Anyway, I pulled up to the 
start gate and away we went, My clutch 
started to slip and I got involved in the 
start crash, I did not go down and was 
quickly under way once again, The clutch 
had to be babied most of the race but I 
was doing pretty well by getting into fifth 
Position, On the last lap, just as passed 
4 time world champion road racer Hugh 
Anderson, (who goes quick on motocross 
too), the throttle cable pulled out of the 
twist grip. I was unable to finish in that 
race, Four young French boys started to 
push me to get me restarted, and Ihad a 
hell of a time convincing them that I was 
kaput. Nilsson won that leg also, and 
Gorden Adsett from England on a Husq- 
varna was second, Betzlbacher was third, 
Hugh Anderson fourth, and Montensen, 
the Danish Champion on a sanitary BSA 
Metisse was fifth, 


I replace the twist grip and throttle 
cable, then laid the bike on its side to 
keep the gear oil from running out, and 
adjusted the clutch nuts. When I went ou’ 
for the last moto I was determined to 
place well, not only for peace of mind, 
but because the higher you place the 
more money you earn, and I had earned 
very little up to this point, Mechanical 
troubles can spell the difference between 
soup for dinner or steak, I was first to 
the start line and picked the best posi- 
tion, We had four false starts (I caused 
two), before we were off. I got a perfect 
start and led the charge into the first 
hairpin corner. I did not realize how 
much difference the non-slipping clutch 
would make and in my exuberance I over- 
shot the first turn. By twenty yards! I got 
back into it and settled down to the busi- 
ness of trying to pass some of the thir- 
teen riders ahead of me, I passed seven 
and finished sixth. Nilsson won again, 
and the German was second, Adsett third, 
Montensen fourth, Anderson fifth. 

I was naturally disappointed by my day 
but at the trophy presentation something 
happened to lift my spirits, Theannounc- 
er called my name and I walked up to see 
what they wanted, On the winners podium 
was Gunnar Nilsson, Fritz Betzlbacher, 
and Gorden Adsett. The Frenchmen had 
just set up the TV cameras and they 
were waiting for me. The announcer was 
speaking too fast and I could not under- 
stand why they wanted me up there, They 
put me at the base of the podium below 
the winners, and the cameras rolled. A 
girl presented gll the awards, then she 
handed me a trophy! I thought to myself, 
‘Man they made some kind of mistake, 
but I’m not going to give the gold back”. 
I held the trophy up and the crowd 
cheered. I looked at the inscription on the 
side and it said: ‘‘au coureur le plus 
malchanceux’’. Since no one I know in 
the racing business speaks French, I 
thought up some really good lies to tell 
about what the inscription says, I decided 
to tell the truth though, roughly trans- 
lated into the English equivalent, it 
means ‘hard luck trophy’, Ha! The exact 
translation is as follows: ‘‘to the com- 
petitor with the worst luck", Thatreally

cheered me up, When I walked back to the 
caravan Cheri looked up and asked me 
how much money I made and she sawthe 
trophy. I tried some of my fancy lies on 
her but they didn’t seem to work sol told 
her the truth, She laughed just like I did. 

We left the race, not very rich but in 
good humor. We had planned to go 
across to Switzerland and home through 
there as a side trip if we could afford 
it. We decided we could spend the 
money it would cost and we set out 
across France towards Geneva. After 
passing the night along the road we 
spent the next day traveling like tourists 
and snapping pictures along the way. 
Our route took us through some beautiful 
country, We went through Limoges, 
Clermont-Ferrand, then Lyon. 

We stopped half-way up the first 
range of mountains that lead to the Alps 
and slept, We arrived in Geneva at 12:00, 
found a place to park and Cheri and I 
went shopping, I had to let her shop in 
Geneva, I mean what the hell, what 
woman doesn't want to shop in Geneva, 
Switzerland? I had to keep a tight hold 
on her in the stores, and I also confis- 
cated all her money before we began to 
walk around, Geneva is the most beautiful 
city we have seen, Everything is super 
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deluxe and modern, The thing that stands 
out like- a sore thumb is the cleanliness 
of everything, The cops all wore natty 
grey uniforms and white gloves, The 
Rhine river runs rightthrough the center 
of this city and it'is crystal clear and 
swift flowing, In downtown Geneva we 
found a hamburger restaurant, and that 
is when we came to think that Switzer- 
land is truly civilized. 

From Geneva we followed Lake Leman 
up to Lausanne where another small 
misfortune befell us, I turned down a 
one-way street where the sign was hidden 
by tree foliage. It was a real pain turn- 
ing around, The street was too narrow 
and I bumped a fence a little, After much 
sweating and fighting, plus the embar- 
rassment of many people who came out 
to watch the fun, I got straightened 
around and pointed in the right direction, 
That left me tired, Sometime later in 
the day while climbing into the Alps I 
stopped for fuel, After refueling the 
next trouble beset us. The starter motor 
went out, My Mercedes diesel was a taxi 
cab in its younger days, then it spent 
two full seasons traveling to Grands 
Prix all over Europe, Last week the 
speedo turned around for the fourth 
time, 400,000 kilometers which is 
240,000 miles, I didn’t really blame it 
for being tired, because after all it’s 
been through I hook a fourteen foot house 
trailer, a motorcycle, spare parts, and 
assorted goodies to it, and expect it to 
take me through another motocross sea- 
son, plus climb over the Alps, I started 
via the pepper-tree-mechanic-method so 
popular in Oklahoma, i.e. short the 
terminals direct to ground witha screw- 
driver. Away we went again. 

We spent the rest of the day in some 


' breathtaking, scenic country. I expected 


all the Swiss to run around in leather 
Shorts, with funny little hats with a 
feather stuck in them, climbing boots, a 
rope over one shoulder, and four wrist 
watches, I was sorely disappointed like 
all tourists. They looked just like the 
other average everyday people we see, 

We camped one night in the Alps, then 
next day we went into Germany at Basel, 
The autobahn took us north almost to 
Baden-Baden, then we turned west to- 







wards Strasbourg, France, We wanted to 
continue up the autobahn and go to Stutt- 
gart where the Mercedes factory is 
located, and take a tour, but wedecided 
not to spend the extra gas money, and 
besides we wanted to rush home (Euro- 
pean home that is) to Gent and check our 
mail, At the border just before Stras- 
bourg I went into the customs office to 
get my carnet (a book of tickets to keep 
track of motorcycles crossing interna- 
tional boundaries) stamped, and I was 
held up for twenty minutes while the 
official was checking somebody else he 
considered suspicious, Customs can be 
a pain, You don't usually have trouble 
because the actual stamping of the carnet 
takes only seconds, but if the official is 
in a bad mood he can hold you up for as 
long as he wants. I got tired of waiting 
for the head man behind the desk, so I 
found another younger official and he 
took care of it instantly. 

Cheri shopped again in Strasbourg, and 
bought food for dinner, Aboutforty miles 
out of Strasbourg yet another spot of 
trouble came to us. I saw a small spring 
in the road and dodged it, I missed it 
with the left side but it must have caught 
the edge of a tire and shot over to the 
right side because the rear tire went

immediately flat. While changing the tire 
I got my hand in some nettles and it got 
swollen, By this time we were taking 


- things pretty easy because we decided it 


was not our week, Just a bit later we 
made a stupid move. I came through a 
town and as we were leaving the little 
village I started passing parked cars, I 
didn't even look over at them, Cheri 
mentioned it was strange to see so many 
cars parked in such a small town, As we 
came to the end of the parked cars we 
discovered why they were parked. They 
were waiting for a train! So there we 
were, in the wrong lane of a two way 
road waiting for a train. None of the 
irate Frenchmen would let me pull in, 
they were downright nasty, actually. In 
the end we did get in followed closely by 
what I assume was some very bad 
language concerning my parentage, 

We camped for the night just past 
Metz, France, Cheri made a huge dinner 
and we ate some delicious melons we 
bought in Strasbourg, It was after we had 
gone to bed when the last of our troubles 
came upon us, We awoke to hear 
something moving around outside. Since 
we were in a deserted pull-off, few cars 
on the road, overcast and very dark 
outside, we had some cause for alarm. 
At first we thought it was justananimal, 
but changed our minds when something 
knocked our trailer step aside. I got up 
and peered out through a window but 
could not see a thing which was more 
Scary than seeing something. I got dress- 
ed and we lit the light, thinking that 
would probably cause it or him to go 
away. We listened quietly for a while 
then we heard the step move again, That 
scared us worse and we decided to leave. 
or do something rather than wait, Cheri 
got dressed and I got a long kitchen 
knife, Just to give us any possible edge 
we could get on whoever was out there, 
I dropped a Belgian firecracker out the 
opposite window, These firecrackers go 
off like a cherry bomb, and sound a lot 
like the report of a shotgun, After that 
I opened the door and stepped outfollow- 
ed by Cheri armed with a large bottle, 
I had to crank up the trailer jacks, and 
put the butane bottle away before we 
could leave, Finally we got into the car,

It seemed to take hours, Just as we 
were to pull away I saw a car drive out 
from behind the large mound of dirt the 
highway maintenance crew had left, and 
drive slowly away in the opposite direc- 
tion, The whole episode scared hell out 
of. us, and we were shaking for some 
time, I drove about 150 miles more that 
night, until I was too tired to go on, then 
we found a well lighted and occupied 
roadside rest on the Bruxelles autobahn, 
We got about four hours sleep, and went 
home in the morning. After all that had 
happened to us home looked good, 

The whole week’s troubles can be 
laughed away now except for that last 
night when we had the prowler. That was 
and is frightening., 

We have had many adventures up to 
now in Europe. Some good, some not so 
good but it has been a real experience, 
We are seeing a lot of Europe, and I am 
learning how to ride motocross, whichis 
the main reason I came here, Everything 
else is secondary to that motive, It will 
not be too long now before we are home, 
to our real home that is, the U.S, We are 
really looking forward to coming home 
this winter for the Inter-Am races, It 
has been a hard season of riding here 
but worth it in every way,

Hosaka rides Don's Ossa in the 250cc

Yamaha, Ray Vanderpool and Eric Crippa 
both ride Motocross and TT on Sachs 
bikes, Don recalled that Vanderpool beat 
Lars Larson out of first place in the 125cc 
Expert Race at the recent AMA Moto- 
cross at Dehesa, Mc Carley rides Don’s 
Montesa in Desert Events.

In all this beautiful and peaceful sur- 
roundings it is difficult to imagine the 
tragedy that occurred here on an early 
December morning in 1812, Just as one 
Mass was ending, and the bells began 
their peals calling the faithful to the next 
Mass, a tremendous earthquake struck, 
The vault split open and the walls swayed, 
dumping tons of the massive concrete 
ceiling down upon the kneeling wor- 
shippers. Only those who heeded the

Padre’s frantic beckoning and fled into 
the sanctuary were saved, Forty bodies 
were recovered from the rubble. The 
sanctuary escaped damage saving many 
fine wooden statues from destruction as 
well as other sacred church properties, 

Major restoration of the Mission was 
begun in the 1920’s by Father St, John 
O'Sullivan, who over the years laid out 
and planted gardens and repaired build-

we pulled the bikes into our garage 66 
miles and 55 minutes later, 

Thus ended a perfect day of Motor- 
cycling in California’s Southland. The 
loop could easily be reversed by Ange- 
lenos, and we highly recommend it asan 
extremely enjoyable journey for any 
cyclists who love beautiful country, broad 
smooth highways and the warm sun on 
their backs and a cool breeze on their 
faces.

The next time you're at Ascot Park for the motorcycle races take a close look at 
the number plates, Do you suppose that the riders and tuners that do the mechanical 
race preparation are also skilled at number painting? Probably not. Chances are, the 
more eye catching number plates are done by the talented hands of Wayne Kerner. 

Wayne works out of the Ace Sign Shop on Market Street in Long Beach, He has 
been in the sign painting and lettering trade quite a while; his father started Ace Sign 
in 1929, That makes it Long Beach’s second oldest sign shop, 

Commerical sign painting has become less a part of Wayne’s work lately, In the 
last year he has done studio and location work for CBS, Samuel Goldwyn and other 
TV and motion picture producers. And of course he has his numbers racket going, 

**Lots of riders like personalized numbers'', Wayne says. ‘‘So when they come in 
I design something and they like to keep it for a few years," Sometimes they have 
an idea about what they want to look like and I draw it out on card board.” 

In the case of a rider that Wayne has already made numbers for and now needs 
replacements, Wayne goes through his large file of cardboard templates and picks 
out the ones marked with the rider's name, Eddie Mulder, Dusty Coppage, Eddie 
Wirth, Gene Romero and many other well known riders have their names on distinc- 
tive number templates, Wayne’s number plates are made of a sheet of fiberglass that 
he cuts to size and then rounds the corners, The number is traced onto the plate and 
then he paints it in, 

Wayne has many friends racing at Ascot and in 1963 raced there himself for a 
year before a broken leg put him out of action, 

An active ten year member of the Hilltoppers Motorcycle club, Wayne frequently 
rides District 37 desert events. His desert sled Triumph takes up one of the better 
kept corners of his shop, 

As well as working for the studios Sayne says he is going to stay with the numbers 
because it lets him be around racing and the people in the sport. S 

And if there is any doubt about Wayne Kerner being the numbers King, remember 
that for the last two years he has silk screened over 30,000 stick-on numbers yearly
